and determined in the arts of war. 


But the hat is in the ring, tossed there by the Russian Com- . 


munists, and there remains no choice for the democracies but 
to accept the challenge where and when it is given. Thus Korea 
whose Northern section allowed themselves to be hoodwinked 
by Bolshevik propaganda, have brought their country into a 
bloody conflict which cannot fail to leave them the losers by 
far. 


Had there been no outbreak by the Northern Forces, and 
had the status quo been maintained, the Koreans would still 
be enjoying peaceful occupation of their homeland. 


THIS IS NOT A FREE COUNTRY — 


There was a time when a man of intelligence and ambition 
could roll up his sleeves and carve himself a niche in the 
scheme of things without anyone to say him nae. Hundreds of 
successful businesses all over the country, businesses which 
have been a credit to those who established them and a benefit 
te the community in which they were located, were started out 
by enterprising, but not-too-experienced men. 


Today it’s different. Merchantile businesses have been i 


tle interfered with. They do not require “certificates of profic- 
iency”, but do require a license, the issuance of which must be 
sancitoned by the local governing body..This may be a good 
feature, unless the council is influenced too greatly by estab- 
lished businesses. Too many of any one type of business in a 
town can prove unprofitable both to those who are trying to run 
well organized businesses and also to their customers, for a 
few well-stocked stores can serve a community better than 
many poorly stocked establishments. 


The real rub comes in those business which are required 
by the Province to be operated by those possessing * certifi- 
cates of proficiency.” Looking at the question superficially one 
would be inclined to the conclusion that this might be a sound 
idea, in that it protects the public against shoddy workmanship 
Unfortunately this objective may neither be achieved or ap- 
proached by the present trade restrictions. Garage men, weld- 
ers, radio men, body men, plumbers, come in for particular 
attention under the existing regulations .. . but unfortunately 
the fact that one has served the required appreticeship, and 
passed the somewhat sketchy tests proposed by the Province 
does not in any way assure the quality of the work produced 
.. . but does, in many cases, make it extremely difficult for the 
young worker to establish himself in his chosen profession. 


Very fed indeed are the car owners, who have not been 
disappointed in the work done by a “fully qualified” and Prov- 
incially licensed mechanic. Gn the other hand many capable 
workmen are “prevented” from practising their trade because | 
they have not sérved the required “apprenticeship” and many 
cannot get “apprenticeship” because of the limitations . placed 
on the number of apprentices, both by the Province the trade 
unions and economic conditions.

There is a biblical text ‘that we 
should hke to call to the earnest s,tten- 
tion of our ministerial friends.

‘They spoke to the olive tree, but the 
olive tree reluctantly replied; “Should 
I leave my fatness and go to be pro- 
moted over the trees?” 

So too the fig tree said to thei: 
“Should I leave my wine which cheer- 
eth God and man and go to be promot- 
ed over the trees?” 

Then they espied the bramble. It had 
no fruits. It offered no services, but it 
was available. It offered no argument. 
“Then said ‘the treea unto the bramble 
come thou and reign over us.” 

It seems almost purposeless to seek 
applications where applications are so 
humerous and obvious. It is inherent 
in our continuing search for something 
or someone to assume responsibilities 
that we ourselves would avoid. As we 
have said, it is always easiér to find 
excuses and evasions than to find ans- 
wers. 

Because the system of life under

Then a cheering Commons gave unit 
ed endorsation to the government's h‘s 
toric peacetime move of asking the 
United Nations Security Cuunci] what 
aid this country conld give to fight 
Communist-dominated Nurth Korea's 
aggression against the United States-— 
backed southern section of that divided 
country.

And the House warmly applauded 
Mr. Pearson's emphatic support of 
armed American intervention as “an 
act of high courage and firm states- 
manship.” 

Meanwhile it was apparent that

Phosphorus Supplement 
For Range Cattle 


Analyses of range gradses have 
shown that they contain adequate phos 
phorus for good livestock nutritien un- 
til the flowering stage. Thereafter, the 
phosphorus Jevel declines so that cured 
grasses are deficient in this important 
mineral. Ordinarily then, range cattle 
are forced to graze on phosphorus-de- 
from late-July until 
grasses are again growing actively the 
following spring. The consequences are 
depraved appetite and bome chewing. 
In advanced cases of phosphorus-def- 
iciency the animals become atiff at the 
joints, emaciated and listless. 


Feedlot operators in southern Alber 
ta have found that cattle from short- 
grass ranges where phesphorus sup- 
plement is not fed take in enormous 
amounts of bonemeal for the first few 
weeks in the feedlot, while cattle from 
other ranches consume yery little. Ac- 
tually, consumption records at this 
Station show that range animals wil! 


take a certain amount of bonemeal on 
the range throughout the year. Bone- 
meal is readily available from the 
packing houses and is consideravly 
more palatable to livestock than the 
formerly 
phosphate, which is not now available, 
It is advisable to let the animal be the 
judge as to its requirement at any par 
ticular time, and a common practice is 
to allow livestock free access to bone- 
meal at all times, eifher in mixture or 
alone. A mixture of 2 pounds salt to 1 
pound bonemea! is recommended. 


Durjng the period May 11 to October 
24, 1949, two-year-old heifers on the 
range consumed 16 pounds of salt and 
18.2 pounds of bonemeal. The salt and 
bonemeal were placed in separate boxy 
es. The total amounts used were a little 
higher than the actual consumption, as 
it was found that 80.1 per cent ,of the 
salt and 9.4 per cent of the bonemeal 
placed in wooden boxes 
away. During the same period of time, 
yearling steers consumed 4.8 pounds cf 
salt and 3.9 pounds of bonemeal. Dur- 
ing the winter periog November 26rd, 
1949 - to April 2nd, 1950, the twu-year- 
old pregnant heifers took 12.1 pounds 
per head of salt, and 4.8 pounds of bone 
Tpeal. Some linseed oilcake was fed in 
severe weather during this period. 


The mineral boxes in use now at 
the Station are approximately 2:5 feet 
square, 10 inches deep, and of plank 
construction. A ledge projecting in- 


wards at the top prevents considera)le 
wastage due to wind. The corners are 
treated with pitch tc tighten them and 
minimize ‘losses in reiny weather, Mix- 
ing the bonemeal and the salt tends to 
reduce wastage.

OTTAWA—Blological warfare is be- 
ing waged on a large scale in the tim- 

2 beflands of Ontario and Quebec. 

The enemy is a dust-colored moth 
known as the spruce budworm, whtich 
in the last 40 years is calculated to 
have destroyed more than 350,000,000 
cofds of Canada’s wood supply. 


Waging a mass offensive is an army 
of nearly 100 biology experts and 75 
forest insect rangers employed by the 
federal department of agriculture, 
Auxiliary troops are some 2,500 volun- 
teers from provincial forestry services 
and private companies. 

The biological weapons used are 
parasitic flies, bees and wasps mobil- 
ized for an all-out attack on the bud-

At present the infected area stretch- 
es through Northern Ontario ‘from 
Lake Nipigon to the Quebec border,

“Our biology experts believe the pest 
can only be successfully attacked by 
parasitic insects used strategically on 
a comprehensive scale.” 

Major offensives against the bud- 
worm will be planned at the new Do- 
minion Laboratory of Insect Pataology 
at Sault Ste. Marie. Costing nearly 
$1,000,000, the laboratory will have a 
staff of 46 scientific workers and the 
most up-to-date equipment avatlable.

Tulip Bulbs Stake 
For Dutch Migrant 


SHELBURNE, N.S.—When Gerrif 
Peereboom of Pancras, Holland, decid- 
ed to migrate to Nova Scotia recently 
he not only brought along his wife and 
two children, but he added 20,000 tulip 
bulbs, ! : ‘ 

When he arriveg at Halifax he hai 
only $220 in his pocket and a letter to 
his sponsor, a farmer at North West 
Harbour, N.S, 

Employed first as a hired hand, he 
soon tired of working for someone else 
and decided to start out on his own. 
So he rented a five-acre farm at the 
fishing village of Port LaTour, N.5, 
and started spading up the land. 

Now his place at Port LaTour is the 
show place of the village, as his 
house is almost completely surrounded 
by blooming tulips. Not satisfied, he 
now has 40,000 gladioli in the ground 
for the fall harvest. ‘

Sometimes a combination of the 
two ve used effectively, When this ts 
done the two are run side by side. The 
range shelters and feeders are put on 
the temporary pasture and so located 
that. the permanent pasture is east'y 
accesible. In this way the permanent 
pasture is not tramped out and killed 
around the shelters, 


Oats, corn or rape make good crops 
for a temporaty pasture. Sow tempor- 
ary pasture in a series of light sowings 
so that there is a continuous crop of 
young ‘succulent féed coming up, ad- 
vises Mr. Wade. An alfalfa-brome mix 
ture in the northern part of the pro- 
vince, or a crested wheat-sweet clovér 
mixture for the southern part make 
good permanent pasture. The mixture 
is advisable for increased yield and a 
better balanced diet.

Question Box 
QUESTION—We recently moved to 
Winnipeg to take up our residence in 
that province, Since moving we heve 
received no Family Allowance cheques 
from Alberta where we previously te- 
sided, Why is this? I thought this was 
a Dominion-wide scheme. 
ALBERTAN 
ANSWER— Due to a recent change 
in postal regulations Post Offices are 
prohibited from forwarding Family 
Allowance cheques outside the prov- 
ince of issue ang accordingly your 
cheques will be returned te the Alberta 
Regional Office. You should immedia- 
tely. write to Regional Director of 
Family Allowances in Edmonton advis 
ing them of your new address and he 
will arrange to transfer your file te 
Manitoba and forward any chequés 
which may not have reached you. 
QUESTION—My husband and’ I 
have decided to discontinue receipt of 
Family Allowances as it is against our 
religious convictions, Shali I be able to 
claim the higher exemption on my in- 
come tax return on behalf of my child 
reh? PIOUS 
ANSWER—No, the amendment to 
the Income War Tax Act states that 
parents with children under sixteen 
who are registrable for Family Allow 
ances may only claim an exemption of 
$150.00 for each child irrespective of 
whether they receive Family Allowan- 
ces or otherwise so that if you cancel 
your Family Allowance claim you will 
be out of pocket by the amount of the 
allowances.

700 RESERVE ARMY . 
MEN START COURSE 
AT WAINWRIGHT 


Marking the start of th largest 
summer training concentration § in 
Western Command, trains, buses and 
private cars over the week-end brought 
more than 700 reserve soldiers and < f- 
ficers to the military camp here for 
their first week of practical training. 


Working on a round-the-clook basis, 
reception staffs, pay and transport of 
ficials worked Saturday ang Sunday 
receiving western Canadian reserve 
units as they arvived in the 130,000- 
acre training area. 

Largest single group to arrive Sun- 
day were personnel from British Co!- 
umbia units aboard a special C.N.R. 
train which left Vancouver early Sat- 
urday. Following, arrival on the camp 
rail siding, 300 officers and men were 
transferred to a 30nvey of army trucks 
for a short trip to the camp reception 
centre.

J. Semple Laid To Rest§ 


Another of the real pioneers of the 
district passed. away recently in the 
person of James Semple. : 


Jinimie, as he was k to all arriv 
ed in the Chauvin dis’ jong before 
the railways came th Trekking 


up from south of Alberta, in 
company with A. EB. Keith, L. A, Cay. 
ford, Pratt and Hugh Seiaple, the party 
covered the 260 odd miles on horseback. 
At that time there were no settlers in 
the imediate vicinity of Chauvin, and 
the land located by Jim and other mem- 


bers of the group were the first regis- 
tered homesteads in the bommunity. 
Jim was a native of tland, hav- 


ing been born at Muirkiftk, on January 
22nd, 1877. He came to Canada just af- 
ter the turn of the centtry, landing at 
Halifax in April 1901, Thence he came 
west to Lethbridge, and another five 
years found him in the Chauvin district. 

He married ‘Miss Helen Struthers, 
of Dumfriehire, Scotland, in 1910 at 
St. John N.B, . 


Jim never lost his early interest in 
cattle and horses, and {hroughout his 
vears on the farm devoted much of his 
time and effort to the improvement of 
the quality of his herd. He was a char- 
ter member of the Chauvin Agricultur- 
al Society and for many years served 
in various offices of the association. He 
exhibited stock at all its fairs and also 
made exhibits at the Saskatoon spring 
show on various occasions, being the 
first in the district to exhibit at that’ 
annual affair. 

For many years he was also a direct- 
or of the U.G.G. 

He leaves to mourn hie loss, besides 
his wife, and one daughter Margaret 
(Mrs. A. Scott) and five sons, John (of 
New Zealand), William, James Jr., 
Hugh and Tom. 

He also leaves one sistser Mise Ag- 
nes Sample, of Strathaven, Scotland 
and one brother, Hugh of Beaver Cros- 
sing, Alberta.

During the past week the moisture 
@ondition of the three Prairie Provin 
oes has remained stationery. The total 
moisture condition now stands at 15 
per cent of normaly, compared with 75 
per cent last week and 69 per cent at 
this time a year ago. 


The total moisture condition for 
Alberta now stands at 59 per cent of 
normal, compared with 58 per cent last 
week. Saskatchewan now stands at 76 
per cent of normal, compared with 75 
per, cent last week. Manitoba now 
stands at 112 per cent of normal, com- 
pared with 118 per cent last week. 

The rainfall for the present growing 
season from April ist to July 8rd has 
been 64 per cent of normal in Alberta, 
compared with 52 per cent last week. 
For Saskatchewan the seasonal rain- 
fall has been 80 per cent of normal, 
compared with 78 per cent last week 
and for Manitoba the similar seasonal 
rainfall has been 137 per cent of nor- 
mal, compared with 141 per cent last 
week, 

In Alberta all Crop Districts have 
had less than average rains with the 
exception of Crop District No. 16 which 
has had better than average rainfall, 
In Saskatchewan all Crop Districts 
have had less than average rains with 
the exception of Crop District No. 1 
which has had better than average 
rainfall. In Manitoba all Crop Districts 
have bad normal or better than normal 
rainfall with the exception of Crop 
Districts No. 13 ang"14, whitch have had 
less than normal rainfall.

President Truman has authorized 
the United States Defence department 
to resume the draft if it is found nec- 
essary to build up manpower for the 
demands of the Korean war. 

One principal’ purpose is to. hold 
forces at the same level in all areas 
and commands while sending additicn- 
al troops to the battle. 

The defence department hoped that 
enlistments woulqg be sufficient to 
bring the three services to the top 
legal limit of 2,005,882, but, welcomed

Presents Problem 

Most countries with men fighting 
under the unified command would 
have no objection to flying the U.N. 
banner in addition to their own. But 
others, while not wishing to detract 
from the important cf the U.N.'s dect 
sion, might first ask themselves these 
questions: i 

Would the introduction of the sec- 
ond flag detract in any way from the 
sentiment attached to their own em- 
blem? 

Would the vital question of morale 
be involved? Men dicd for their own 
country’s flag, but would they feel the 
same about the flag of an impersonal 
institution like the U.N.? 

Che United States and the Common- 
wealth countries, Britain Australia 
and Canada, are expected to fall in 
line with the U.N. recommendaticn, 
British warships have been in action 
off the Korean coast, Austrajian air- 
men are engaged in active combat with 
the enemy, and three Canadian des- 
troyers are on their way to join U.8.

Doctor rate Polio 
Not Such A Menace 


During a severe poliomyelitis epi- 
demic there is only a one in 1500 
chance of developing poliomyelitis, s 
one in 7600 chance of being paralyzed 
and a one in 30,000 chance of dying of 
the disease, states Dr. C. 8. Anglin in 
an article—‘Poliomyelitis”"—in Health 
magazine published by the Health 
League of Canada. 

Dr. Anglin, on the staff of Toronto's 
Hospital for Sick Children, says fur- 
ther that even in patients who are par 
alyzed during the acute stage it has 
been estimated that 60 per cent recover 
from their weakness and have no resi- 
dual paralysis one year later. 

“Therefore, taking all these facts !n- 
to consideration, poliomyelitis is. not, 
euch a shocking menace as some 
people have been led to believe, and 
there are really far more serious dis- 
eases than this one to threaten the 
population,” says the writer. He adds 
that the disease has been overempha- 
sized because of polio’s drav.atic 
course in some patients.

“Actually, it has been shown by stud " 
les of the blood that by the time adult 
fife is reached a high percentage of 
the population has had poliomyelitis 
at some time in the past,” writes Dr, 
Anglin. “In other words, many people 
are infected with the virus and exper- 
fence a minor type of illness, but the 
nervous system is not involved and the 
individual makes a complete rec»very 
without being aware of having had the 
disease.” 

Dr. Anglin says that while the state- 
ment, that polio is not such a shocking 
menace as some people have been led 
to helleve, is small consolation to par- 
ents of a stricken child, it is mentioned 
in an effort to dispel the panic that 
“occurs among some members of our 
population” not aware of the facts. 

However, he goes on to say that 
poliomyelitis, which characteristically 
oceurs in the summer and early fall, 
should be suspected in a person who 
shows signs of fever, headache, nausea 
or vomiting, stiff meck, sore throat, 
constipation ang weakness. 

“Any one or all of these symptoms 
may be present and the persons so 
affected should be put to bed in an iso- 
lated room and a doctor notified,” 
writes Dr. Anglin. “It has been shown 
that the most severely paralyzed per- 
sons are those who disregard these 
warning signs and force themselves to 
eontinue their usual activities.”
